One of my own personal favorites among 
the old time sheriffs and marshalls is Bill 
Tilghman. While not a "cowboy 11 in the 
strict sense of the word, Billy Tilghman was 
a man who feared God and no one else, not 
even raw desperadoes and killers like Bill 
Doolin and the Dalton gang, You hear very 
tittle of Tilghman these days, but he was fast 
on the draw, a splendid marksman, and 
possessed of courage that was close to fool- 
hardiness. 

Bill Tilghman was a marshal! operating in 
and around Oklahoma in the days when 
Oklahoma was really wild west. He was in 
the boom run into Oklahoma in 1893, having 
left Atchison, Kansas when, only sixteen. He 
learned to use a gun well, and made sure that 
he always used it on the side of law and 
order. For over fifty years, he was a re- 
spected and feared lawman of the west. 

Death found Billy Tilghman when he was 
over seventy — shot by a common drunk 
whom he was escorting to the police station. 
My mask is off to him. A great man.

On that long-gone but still fascinating day 
when Genera! Custer and his Seventh Cal- 
valry were massacred by the Sioux and 
Cheyenne, his troopers carried singlcshot 
45-70 Springfield carbines and Colt and 
Remington revolvers. Each trooper packed 
100 rounds of carbine ammunition, and 24 
rounds for his revolver. Of these 124 bullets, 
80 were carried in his belt, the rest in his 
saddlebags. 

A little known fact about the massacre- 
to those of us who are accustomed to think- 
ing of the Indians as armed only with bows 
and arrows and crude, old muskets — is the 
fact that they were far better armed than 
the U.S. Cavalry 1 Heniy repeating rifles 
together with varied singleshot rifles, plus 
revolvers and their own bows, arrows, lancet 
and warclubs, were enough to carry the day 
for them.

The first Catling gun— forerunner of our 
modern machine-gun, mounted on three legs 
and fitted with six barrels that rotated by a 
crank — used the .58 calibre bullet. It could 
fire 200 shots a minute. 

A feed case of cartridges was placed in 
the hopper, and then the crank was turned 
and — hang on, brother! For those days (Gat- 
ling guns were first used in the Civil War) 
this revolutionary weapon was as awesome 
as the atom bomb is to us. 

Some later Gatling guns fired cartridges in 
the one-inch size.

William Barclay Masterson, commonly 
known as "Bat" Masterson, one of the fastest 
gunmen who ever lived, and one-time mar- 
shall of Dodge City when Dodge City was 
wild, was born near Fairfield, Illinois. He 
died in New York City, where he had come 
to work on a newspaper, on October 25, 1921.

Yes, indeed. There were such early in- 
habitants of the United States known as the 
cliff-dwellers. They carved and built their 
homes under the overhanging brows of 
towering cliffs, and used ladders and ropes 
to climb up to them. When they were at- 
tacked, all they had to do was draw up those 
ladders, and who could hurt them? You can 
see some of these cliff dwellings today, at 
Mesa Verde, Colorado. 

The cliff -dwell era were early Indians, but 
we do not know to which tribal stock tttcy 
belonged.

However, when she married Jim Heed, an 
outlaw, he took her into Indian Territory to 
live the life of an outlaw's wiEe, When Reed 
was killed, Belle joined Sam Bass, a famous . 
Texan gunthrower. Later on, she became 
friendly with yet another outlaw possessing 
the unusual name of Blue Duck. Belle Starr 
was not the movie-type beauty, but ber blue 
eyes were intent and pleasant. Readers of 
Redmask's Cave will remember how I 
pointed out, some issues back, that most out- 
laws and gunfighters were blondes with blue 
eyes. Here is an outlaw woman, also with 
blue eyes!
